2.  Current  Matters 

Edward  I.  Murphy,  Acting  Director  of  Planning,  reported  that  the  lo- 
cation of  the  Special  Meeting  to  be  held  on  Tuesday  evening,  February  17 
at  7:30  p.m.  has  been  changed  to  the  Mission  Neighborhood  Center  at  362 
Capp  Street.   The  Mission  Plan  will  be  considered  at  that  meeting. 

Mr.  Murphy  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had 
adopted  a  resolution  requesting  all  Boards  and  Commissions  to  hold  their 
meetings  during  hours  convenient  to  the  public  they  serve,  giving  special 
consideration  to  setting  public  hearings  during  evening  hours  on  issues 
of  salient  public  interest.   After  discussion,  the  Commission  voted  unani- 
mously to  calendar  a  public  discussion  of  this  issue  during  the  meeting 
to  be  held  on  February  19. 

Mr.  Murphy  advised  the  Commission  that  the  Department  of  City  Plan- 
ning is  assisting  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  in  the  preparation 
of  a  long-range  development  plan  for  McLaren  Park,   A  work  program  has 
been  prepared  and  will  be  the  subject  of  four  meetings  to  be  held  with 
interested  individuals  and  groups  from  the  Visitacion  Valley,  Excelsior, 
Crocker-Amazon  and  Portola  Districts. 

Mr.  Murphy  distributed  background  materials  pertinent  to  a  proposed 
amendment  to  the  City  Planning  Code  regarding  institutional  master  plans 
and  the  proposed  Mt.  Sutro  Communities'  Master  Plan,  both  matters  being 
scheduled  for  consideration  during  the  meeting  of  February  19. 

Mr.  Murphy  reported  that  the  owner  of  property  at  the  southeast  cor- 
ner of  Hyde  and  Chestnut  Streets  has  been  removing  large  cypress  trees 
which  had  formed  a  prominent  grove  on  the  site.   While  the  staff  had  made 
efforts  to  halt  the  removal,  the  City's  legal  powers  are  very  limited  in 
cases  where  a  construction  project  is  not  being  proposed;  and  the  only 
statement  the  Department  had  been  able  to  obtain  from  the  owner  was  that

trees  along  the  east  property  line  of  the  site  would  be  retained.   As  a 
result  of  this  incident,  the  staff  felt  that  it  should  look  into  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  City  ordinance  which  would  control  the  removal  of  notable 
trees  by  private  property  owners.  After  hearing  public  testimony  and 
discussing  this  matter,  the  Coramisision  voted  unanimously  to  instruct  the 
staff  to  telephone  the  owner  of  the  property  at  the  southeast  comer  of 
Hyde  and  Chestnut  Streets  to  express  the  deep  concern  of  the  Commission 
regarding  the  removal  of  the  trees.

Mr.  Murphy  distributed  copies  of  a  status  report  on  the  Candlestick- 
Shoreline  Park  and  indicated  that  he  would  be  prepared  to  respond  to  any 
questions  which  members  of  the  Commission  might  have  concerning  the  re- 
port at  next  weeks'  meeting. 

Commissioner  Starbuck  introduced  a  draft  resolution  designed  to 
support  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  position  that  a  maximum  amount  of 
San  Bruno  Mountain  should  be  preserved  for  park  and  recreational  pur- 
poses and  that  approval  of  the  proposed  development  of  the  mountain 
should  be  deferred  by  the  San  Mateo  County  Board  of  Supervisors  until 
studies  recommended  by  the  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  have 
been  undertaken.   After  discussion,  the  Commission  voted  unanimously 
to  adopt  the  draft  resolution  as  City  Planning  Commission  Resolution
